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Marcel Jovine Does 
Portraits In Bronze 


Italian-born sculptor is shown above working on a clay model of 
Seattle Slew. Right, he discusses his current project, a bronze 
of Spectacular Bid, with owners Mr. and Mrs. Harry Meyerhoff. 

Whenever Marcel Jovine, an Italian sculptor, chooses to sculpt a 
horse in bronze, he in effect bets $50,000 that he'll have a winner. 

Right now the 59-year-old resident of Closter, N.J., is working on 
Spectacular Bid—a project which will take at least three months from start 
to finish. 

When the work is completed (it will measure 18 inches by 12 inches) 
Mr. Jovine will cast 12 bronzes and then destroy the mold. Of the 12, he 
will give one to the Meyerhoff family (Harry, Teresa and Tom), keep one 
for himself and then attempt to sell the remaining ten at $5,000 apiece. 

Spectacular Bid is Mr. Jovine's fifth Thoroughbred subject, he earlier 
having executed bronzes of Wajima, Affirmed, Myrtlewood and Seattle 
Slew. 







Mr. Jovine, an Italian army officer during WW II, moved to this 
country in 1946, becoming an industrial designer. It was he who designed 
the Visible Man which even today is a top item in the toy and medical 
fields. 

After outstanding success in the world of toy models (he designed for 
Ideal Toy, Aurora, Emenee, Mattel and Avon), he shifted to sculpture 
and the making of medals. Among his many contracts for medals was a 
commission for the 1980 Lake Placid Olympics. 

Jovine has his own particular method of sculpturing horses, having 
devised new techniques in modeling the clay. Standard procedure is to 
make a wire frame, fasten it to an easel and start building up the clay. 
Jovine was not happy with this system; he contends that unless the frame 
is extremely accurate in all the articulations, a good model cannot be 
achieved. 

For his purposes he designed and constructed a highly detailed 
skeleton, fully jointed and in accurate scale. He attaches this skeleton to a

vertical framework, which he also devised and constructed, in such a way 
that the model is suspended and can be rotated at every possible angle. 
From this point on, after "freezing" the position of the skeleton to match 
the action selected, he starts building up the clay model, connecting the 
joints with layers of clay to resemble muscles. 

Accurate anatomical details are not enough. Each horse is different in 
a million ways, from physical characteristics to personality. This, accord¬ 
ing to Jovine, is the most difficult and also the most challenging aspect of 
his work. 

The completion of the clay is only the first of many additional steps 
before the final gleaming bronze is completed. The finished bronze cast¬ 
ing is produced with the "lost wax" method used through the ages since 
the time of the Egyptians. For every bronze casting a complete duplicate 
in wax must be made. The wax is then covered with investment material 
capable of resisting the high temperature of the molten metal. The wax is 
then "lost" by melting it out and the space left is replaced by the liquid 
bronze. This is not the end of the process because many additional hours 
are required by skilled artisans to clean, chase, assemble and add patinas. 
Mr. Jovine is on hand to supervise all these operations and make sure that 
the finished bronzes are as close to his original as possible. 

Jovine was bom in Italy and attended Italian schools. When he 
completed his regular studies he was selected to go to the Military Acade¬ 
my in Torino. As an officer in the Italian army he studied engineering, 
communications and horsemanship. 

Mr. Jovine lives and works in Closter, a town in the northeast of New 
Jersey, in a three-story Victorian house which is a picturesque setting for 
the creativity of this prolific sculptor. Jovine's creations adorn the walls of 
the house at every turn. Many organizations and museums have had 
tours of this lovely studio and home. 

The artist's Italian heritage is evident throughout his home, even in 
his "La Boheme" type third floor studio, complete with skylights, a 
fountain and balcony. From the third floor balcony one can see the Italian 
garden he designed and worked on himself. The garden includes a large 
stage and patio which has a seating capacity of over 200 people. 

Every summer Jovine and his wife Angela sponsor an opera. The 
opera is held on two evenings outdoors in the garden, usually the last 
weekend in June. The opera is of such local importance that the town of 
Closter closes off one of the streets so that traffic noise will not disturb the 
performance. 

Seven of the singers who have performed in the Jovines' garden are 
now successfully singing at the Metropolitan Opera Company and some 
have even performed at La Scala in Milan. It is interesting to note that a 
percentage of the sales of the Spectacular Bid bronze will be donated to 
the Baltimore Opera Company, a favorite project of the Meyerhoffs. □

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There is a woman in Maryland who 
achieves the impossible. 

Martha C. Green stands three stallions at 
her 40-acre Rainbow Valley Farm in Lin- 
wood, trains eight race horses and only in 
rare instances has anyone help her do any¬ 
thing. 

Ms. Green accomplishes 95 per cent of 
the breeding singlehandedly, gallops her 
race horses, breaks her yearlings, saddles 
her runners, foals the mares, mucks the 
stalls—all with only a casual assist from 
some other horseperson who might happen 
to wander by. 

Married to horseshoer Jack Green for 15 
years, Martha has two children, John Jr., 7, 
and Missy, 5. For the children she hires 
good, regular help. "They have a babysit¬ 
ter," says the 41-year-old New York-born 
horsewoman. "I've got to feel comfortable 
that they're being properly watched while 
I'm working. I can handle the horses—so 
long as I'm not distracted. All I want is for 
everybody else to get out of my way. No 
hired help is better than poor hired help." 

Stallions standing this year at Rainbow 
Valley are Exceedingly, Fast Gray and 
*Dreyfus II. 

Exceedingly, bred and raced by the late 
Helen Jennings, is by far the most popular of 
the stallions. Before the breeding season 
ends, he will have covered 30 to 35 mares— 
all for a $500 fee ($50 nonrefundable). 

The 18-year-old stallion (who has sired 
three stakes winners and the winners of over 
$1.8 million) was bought last fall by Ms. 
Green from his Pennsylvania owners. But 
from 1969 through 1978, Exceedingly (who 
won over Damascus in the 1967 William du- 
Pont Jr. Handicap) stood in Maryland at 
Bonita Farm. 



Martha Green 
Accomplishes 
Much Unaided

How can Ms. Green breed such a large 
number of mares without assistance? 

She has her own methods, at least one of 
which seems unique. 

That invention is her combined teasing 
and breeding chute which abuts at right an¬ 
gles a smaller stall in which the mare's young 
foal is penned. 

Here's how Martha does the job: 

"First I lead out the mare and foal, putting 
them in their two pens and locking the doors 
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behind them. The foal is at the mare's head— 
that keeps her from getting upset. 

"Next, I get the teaser. After he's done his 
job, I put him away and wash off the mare's 
genitals. Then I get the stallion and lead him 
to the mare. I pull a string and the latch on 
the pen opens which permits the door to 
swing wide. 

"The horse covers the mare while she's in 
the pen. 

"When he dismounts, I pull a string that 
closes the door and latches it. Then I put the 
horse in his stall and go back for the mare 
and foal." 

How do the stallions react to such an un¬ 
usual arrangement? 

"Fine," says Martha. "No reluctance at all. 
Of course, the first time I bred Exceedingly 
that way, he was a little dubious. He was an 
old horse with lots of experience. He seemed 
to be asking me what he should do next. 
After that first cover, though, I never had a 
moment's hesitation with him." 

When the breeding ends, work starts on 
the race horses. 

She gallops over a sand-covered track 
which undulates with the rise and fall of the 
rolling Carroll county countryside. "I don't 
need any help—even to mount. I stand on an 
overturned bucket to get in the saddle." 

When she needs to work or run a horse, 
she loads the animal in her three-horse van 
and chugs off to Pimlico or Laurel or wher¬ 
ever else the action is. 

For workouts, she does most of the breez¬ 
ing herself "because that way I can get a 
better line on how the horse is doing." 

Where does this superwoman come from? 

"I was bom and raised in Manhattan and 
hated every minute of it. My father was a

chief steward on the Grace Line ships. My 
mother ran gift shops on the ships, but never 
on the same ship that my father was work¬ 
ing. That was against the rules—only some¬ 
times I think she used a fictitious name to be 
on the boat with him." 

Martha never sailed with her mother and 
father. Instead, she was sent for 12 years to a 
boarding school named the Academy of 
Saint Joseph. "I went there," she says, "be¬ 
cause they had a riding program and I was 
goofy over horses." 

At this New York girls' school, she became 
friendly with Eddie Arcaro's daughter Caro¬ 
lyn and Hirsch Jacobs' daughter Patrice. 

"In age, I was in between them. Carolyn 
was a couple of years younger and Patrice 
was a little bit older. 

"I wasn't happy at the school, except 
when I was on horseback. 

"Eddie Arcaro wanted Carolyn to be a 
rider. But she was timid—because they al¬ 
ways overmounted her on something a little 
nutty that had come off the race track. I took 
her under my wing, and we became great 
friends. 

"I remember in 1955 I spent the night at 
Carolyn's house, and for some reason I slept 
in her bed and she slept in the guest bed. Her 
father was riding in the Kentucky Derby. He 
was on Nashua and was favorite. But he got 
beat, finishing second to Bill Shoemaker on 
Swaps. 

"Anyway, he flew home right after the 
race, and, like always, he went into Caro¬ 
lyn's room to kiss her good night. Only I was 
in her bed, so he kissed me. Carolyn heard 
him and started screaming: 'Daddy, daddy. 
I'm over here!'" 

Upon graduating from the Academy of 
Saint Joseph, Martha decided she would be- 
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Green continued 

come a professional horsewoman. Her par¬ 
ents, however, wanted her to go to college. 

"I got a job with a show horse stable near 
Albany, and my mother was crushed. So one 
day while she's sailing either to or from Eur¬ 
ope, she talks about her problem with Peter 
Grace, one of the shipping line owners. And 
she gets emotional and cries. 

"Peter Grace tried to calm her down. He 
told her that he himself loved the horse 
world and he envied me in what I was doing. 
He said he had friends who were in the horse 
business and that he'd see to it that they 
checked on my well being. 

"By then I had moved to the Schoenbom 
brothers' stable and was breaking yearlings 
and legging up horses. I had three of my own 
horses for sale and all these goofs who didn't 
know the first thing about horses were an¬ 
swering my ads. 

"Then one day this big Cadillac pulled up 
and out stepped a man wearing a cowboy hat 
and boots. I said to myself: 'Thank God! At 
last I'm getting a buyer who's a horseman 
and has money.' 

"He introduced himself as Eddie O'Brien 
and said he was stopping by at the request of 
his friend Peter Grace. 

"Eddie wasn't interested in buying my 
horses. But he offered me a job in South 
Carolina for the winter. I accepted. 

"So, as fast as the arrangements could be 
made, I set off for Eutawville, South Caro¬ 
lina, with Diana Dodge as my traveling com¬ 
panion. We traveled two days. Big station 
wagons pulling horse trailers. We had so 
many running lights on at night that we 
looked like a Christmas tree." 

Beginning with trainer O'Brien (who died 
ten years ago), Martha galloped race horses.

"I was surprised to find out how little I 
knew. Eddie taught me a lot, and then, later, 
I worked for Bobby Dotter, and he gave me a 
great education." 

When Dotter took his stable north in the 
spring, he left three runners with Martha 
Cierra. "He told me to take out a trainer's 
license and run them at some little track 
where they could win." 

Martha continued to train her small stable 
in Eutawville (100 miles from Aiken) and 
then decided to visit Maryland for two pur¬ 
poses: (1) to see the Preakness (won by 
Greek Money), and (2) to get stalls for her 
three horses at Timonium. 

"I went out to Timonium to ask for stalls. 
Johnny Heil was the general manager. He 
gave me some kind of hard time. I told him I 
had three unraced 2-year-olds and that I had 
never had a trainer's license. From that ex-

perience with Heil, I learned that you should 
never tell the truth." 

Unable to locate at Timonium, Martha 
wound up shipping her horses to Finger 
Lakes. 

Her best prospect, Tulyarissa, broke her 
maiden in her third start. 

From Finger Lakes, the young woman 
trainer shipped to Latonia—"and on the trip, 
pulling trailers, one of my dogs had eight 
puppies." 

Next came Keeneland, and, finally. Laurel 
for a Selima engagement Tulyarissa's owner, 
Harry Major, had made. 

But before the Selima came the Selima 
Trial. Tulyarissa finished last, beaten 25 
lengths—and that was the end of the dream. 

Four years later, Martha met her husband 
at Delaware Park.

"I had some horses to be shod, and Jack 
did the work. That's how we came to know 
each other." 

In 1974, Jack and Martha bought their 
present farm. 

"A horse named Ten Dimes helped us pay 
for it," she recalls. "Bill Cooney (who operates 
a one-van horse shipping firm) stopped by 
on his way to the auction sales at Thurmont. 
He had three horses on his van which he had 
just bought for $1 a head. 

"One of them was an in-foal mare. 

"They'll only send her to the killers, I told 
Bill. He said well if I gave him back his dollar 
I could have her. 

"So I bought the mare for a dollar and told 
Bill that I would list him as the breeder of the 
foal." The foal turned out to be Ten Dimes 
(ten dimes a dollar make) who went on to 
earn over $25,000—mostly in Martha 
Green's colors. Cooney, as the official breed¬ 
er, collected over $750 in breeder awards. 

Martha sold Ten Dimes a good bit past the 
peak of his career for $10,000. 

The horse, now 11, is by Yeuxdoux out of 
Go Zip by One Count. 

Martha ran across Ten Dimes last Novem¬ 
ber at Charles Town. He was running poorly 
in $2,000 claiming company. "I went back to 
the bam to see him," she says, "and I cried." 

But Ms. Green doesn't think Ten Dimes 
was her best horse. 

"I had a Sail On-Sail On colt named Mi 
Ben Will (a foal of 1975) who could fly. Oh, 
but he was hard to break! One day I came off 
of him six times. And another day he shied 
and dumped me when the babysitter hung 
up a sheet on the clothesline about a half- 
mile away. I worked him myself at Pimlico in 
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Green continued 

better than :48, and when I ran him first time 
out at Penn National I thought he was a 
cinch. 

"But he finished fifth and came back nod¬ 
ding. Chipped a bone in his knee. 

"He wound up breaking his maiden at 
Charles Town for $5,000." 

Mi Ben Will could have been Martha's 
stake horse, but he wasn't and she's still 
looking. 

"I don't have the bankroll to compete for 
broodmares with good pedigrees," she says. 
"I fool with the leftovers. Usually spend $500 
or $600 for a mare. The biggest investment I 
ever made in a horse was in Exceedingly— 
and he hasn't been paid for yet." 

Asked for her biggest accomplishment, 
she replied: "My kids. They're a delight." 

In the stable yard and around her house, 
Ms. Green has a big assortment of ducks, 
pheasant, geese, chickens, peacocks ("in¬ 
cluding a white one—they're rare, you 
know"), cats and dogs. "We had four dogs, 
but one died on Friday the 13th. Cats? I don't 
know. Just say many." 

The big frame house in which the Greens 
live was formerly a nursing home. 


"I was so dumb," says Martha, "that I 
thought because it had been a nursing home 
that everything had to be okay. Little did I 
know that it was no longer a nursing home 
because it had been condemned. When we 
moved in, everything had to be fixed— 
plumbing, heat, you name it." 

Martha's mother (who became a regis¬ 
tered nurse after developing an interest in 
the profession while tending her husband 
who was dying with cancer) still hasn't rec¬ 
onciled herself to her daughter's lifestyle. 

"The first time she visited us after we 
bought this farm," recalls Ms. Green, "she 
stopped cold on the porch and wouldn't 
budge. She started to cry and I thought 
something terrible had happened. 'Mother,' 
I asked, 'what's wrong?' 

"She said: 'I don't understand it. I don't 
see how a daughter of mine can live like this.' 

"Of course, she being from New York 
city—well, it is a contrast. 

"But by this time. Mother (who is 70) 
knows I'll do it the way I want to. 

"I'm hard to get along with. There's only 
one way to do things, and that's my way. 
I've lost a few owners over the years because 
of that philosophy. But I'm doing what I 
want to do, and that's what counts." □

An engineer by profession, Donelson Christmas 
Jr. is owner-breeder of Prince Georges Stakes 
winner Mr. Baggins, shown opposite being led to 
the track by Alfred Roberts, William Jenkins up. 
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1 he horse business is up and down like 
a pump handle," said Donelson Christmas 
Jr., 46, quoting his 85-year-old uncle, Yancey 
Christmas. "When it's up enjoy it while it 
lasts, 'cause when it goes dowm it stays down 
pretty damn long." 

The pump handle is currently in the up 
position for Donny Christmas, with his 
promising 3-year-old colt Mr. Baggins earn¬ 
ing his initial black type last month in Bow¬ 
ie's $35,000 Prince Georges Stakes. The 
stocky brown colt is also the first stakes win¬ 
ner for his sire, Christopher R., a horse he 
resembles in both disposition and build. Mr. 
Baggins's accomplishments have played a 
major role in the success of Maryland's num¬ 
ber two freshman sire, Christopher R. being 
ranked behind only Aisquith Stable's Dou¬ 
ble Edge Sword. 



Named for the hero in J.R.R. Tolkien's The 
Hobbit , Mr. Baggins is the second stakes win¬ 
ner bred by Donny Christmas. His other 
stakes winner, Nobulee, earner of $132,131 
and nine races including Timonium's 1979 
Majorette Handicap, was bred in partner¬ 
ship with John V. Thompson. Both added- 
money earners were produced by the third 
generation homebred mare Shiralee, a 
daughter of Sharing, the first broodmare 
Donny Christmas ever owned, he having 
bought out his late father's share and gone 
into partnership with Thompson nearly 20 
years ago. Donny bought out Thompson's 
interest in Shiralee from his widow in 1976, 
Nobulee being the final horse bred by the 
partnership. 

"Mr. Baggins favors his sire more than 
dam," said Christmas, a bachelor who lives 


with his widowed mother, Esther Brooke 
Christmas, on their 110-acre Christmas farm 
near Upper Marlboro in Prince Georges 
county. "He's a compact, well-muscled colt, 
with a gentle disposition. And the way he 
runs—well, he is the type of colt who can 
change your mind about the horse business. 

"The way my operation runs one horse 
usually ends up carrying all the others. No¬ 
bulee broke dowm before her first start. We 
had to operate on her—two bone screws 
were inserted in her cannon bone. With the 
help of Dr. Lawrence Cushing and Mrs. Sue 
Mitchell at The Equine Gambit we were able 
to get her to the races. Nobulee has carried 
my operation the past two years. But she's 
now 6 and gone about as far as she can go. 
It's Mr. Baggins's turn now." 

There have been numerous dowms of the 
pump handle for the Donny Christmas op¬ 
eration as well, the most recent being a fire 
which caused extensive damage to the 
farm's utility shed. No horses, fortunately, 
were injured in the blaze although some 
farm machinery was damaged. The Christ¬ 
mases have also had their share of breeding 
and racing misfortunes but their biggest set¬ 
back was the death of Donelson (Dick) 
Christmas Sr., head of the operation. 

Dick Christmas, like his brothers Yancey, 
Ed and B. Frank and sister Rhoda, trained 
horses for a living. Beginning in the 1920's he 
was an active trainer until the day he died of 
a heart attack on the backstretch at Bowie ten 
years ago. His best horse was Accolade 
($50,460), one of the nation's top sprinters in 
the mid-1930's. Three decades later he sad¬ 
dled Sue Baru ($56,790) to win the 1965 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes and, in the fall of 
the same year. Laurel's First Lady Stakes. 
Between stakes winners Accolade and Sue 
Baru were the good winners Sea Sand 
($50,059), Benedict C. ($65,757) and Honey 
Taylor ($97,237), among several others. 

But, unlike his more outspoken brothers, 
Dick kept mostly to himself, training a small 
private stable consisting mostly of home- 
breds, rarely numbering more than six 
horses at a time. Also Dick had mixed emo¬ 
tions about his only son, Donny, being in¬ 
volved in the horse business—at least until 
he graduated from college.

"My father discouraged any interest I may 
have had in horses until I earned my degree 
in I960," said Donny, possessor of a B.S. 
degree in physics from St. Joseph's College 
in Philadelphia. "He believed a white collar 
job was a far better life than working with 
horses. 

"I didn't become interested in horses until 
after graduation when Dad suffered his first 
heart attack. The doctor had ordered him to 
slow down. The first of my new responsibili¬ 
ties was foaling the mares, which got me 
hooked. I didn't hesitate when he offered me 
his interest in Sharing. 

"In the last few years of his life, I began to 
take on more and more responsibility. When 
he died I was left in charge. We hired his 
longtime right-hand man, Chico Green, as 
our trainer, mainly because my mother felt 
comfortable with the way he handled the 
horses and I, too, thought he was a very 
capable trainer. 

"The most important lesson I learned from 
my father was that horses are gifted athletes, 
who need to be respected and treated prop¬ 
erly. They aren't money-making machines. 
Janon Fisher epitomized this ideal. To him, 
racing was a sport. A race was an event 
pointed towards, not just another opportun¬ 
ity for a check. 

"Mr. Baggins is the first horse I started as a 
2-year-old and he didn't start until Decem¬ 
ber. 

"Besides the stakes winners Mr. Baggins 
and Nobulee, we have had several other 
good horses since Dad's death in 1971. We 
bred and raced horses like Ramaru 
($156,539), Chesapeake Bugeye ($88,659), 
Bacadru ($78,078), Nighcut ($52,510), Swag- 
gy ($42,876) and Winango ($27,560). We 
have also had our share of bums. But all of 
our horses, excepting one boarder, descend 
from the foundation mare Cavorting, a half- 
sister to Dad's best horse. Accolade. 

"That's one thing I like about the horse 
business—there is no aspect of applied sci¬ 
ence as there is in physics. In the horse busi¬ 
ness it's take your best shot and hope for the 
best." 

On weekdays Donny is an engineer. He 
worked for NASA for several years, one of 
his duties being to make topographical maps

from reconnaissance photographs. After his 
stint with NASA, he began work with Ches¬ 
apeake Instruments Company, dealing 
chiefly with sonar equipment, seven years 
ago. When the company was bought out by 
Gould Inc. he decided to stick with them 
despite the firm's relocation in Glen Bumie, 
an hour's drive away. 

Weeknights and weekends, Donny per¬ 
forms the various jobs which the farm re¬ 
quires of him. He also employs two full-time 
workers on the farm, Emory Tolson, who 
first began working for the Christmases in 
the days of Accolade, and his grandson, 
Ronnie Davis. Donny's primary concern is 
meeting the financial demands of the farm 
and the horses on his salary and the earnings 
of the stable. Working two jobs has seriously 
cut into time devoted to his hobbies, boating 
and repairing television sets. 

Donny and his mother, Esther, live in a 
refurbished turn of the century tenant farm- 
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Christinas continued 


house on acreage originally part of the fami¬ 
ly's Mt. Airy Farm. A large white manor 
house, now a historic home, was where the 
Christmas family lived when they moved 
from North Carolina to Maryland nearly a 
century ago. Inheritance, says Yancey 
Christmas, "left me with most of the acreage 
but gave Dick the best land." 

The Christmas farm is an attractive setting 
with rolling hills and acres of green pastures. 
Unlike some of the nearby farms, horses are 
the only stock maintained on the farm. Al¬ 
though tobacco is still annually grown on the 
farm and sold in the warehouse auctions in 
Upper Marlboro, the field in which Dick 
Christmas used to grow com is now being 
leased to a neighboring farmer. 

Approximately 30 horses are presently on 
the farm including broodmares, yearlings, 
2-year-olds and assorted pensioners. Most 
of the horses are owned by Donny, his 
mother and his two sisters, Esther (Cassidy) 
and Corinne (Sullivan). The balance of the 
boarders belong to Bill Vermillion and his 
son, Richard. 

Winango is the only stallion on the farm. 
By Restless Native from Shiralee, he is an 
attractive 5-year-old gray horse. The half- 
brother to two stakes winners is offered at 
private treaty for his first year at stud. 

A five-minute drive from the farm is An¬ 
drews Air Force Base, at one time said to be 


the largest in the nation. From the base ema¬ 
nates the sound of supersonic jets taking off 
and landing and taxiing in the runways. 
Their noise, like that of compressed air being 
shot out of a gas station tire pump, is heard 
intermittently day and night. 

To the jets' noise, the Christmases are tone 
deaf, although neighbors in the area subdivi¬ 
sions have protested about it. The horses, 
too, have grown accustomed to the sound. 
Attesting to that fact, several unbroken 2- 
year-olds roughhousing in a field nearby the 
house are oblivious to the roars of the jets. 

Whether it be the jets' noise, fire in the 
bams, death in the family, the pump handle 
being up or remaining down, the Christ¬ 
mases are survivors in the horse business. 
The fortunes of most family members are 
characterized by at least one good horse. Ed 
Christmas was blessed with Gallorette. Yan¬ 
cey had both Rough Time and Rough Pass. 
B. Frank had the trio of Towson, WakefiUd 
Miss and Sailingon. His son Billy, Terrible 
Tiger. 

For Dick Christmas, Accolade built several 
bams and put plumbing into his home. 

It is hoped for Donny that Mr. Baggins can 
become that kind of horse. □

Tesio Awards 


Eleven Maryland breeding and racing per¬ 
sonalities were honored last month at the 4th 
annual Federico Tesio dinner sponsored by 
the Sons of Italy. 

The dinner, held at Martin's West, attract¬ 
ed a capacity crowd of 850 and was emceed 
by Vince Bagli who was himself the recipient 
of an Achievement Award for his coverage of 
racing on television. 


Joe Hirsch, columnist for the Daily Racing 
Form, was on hand to present the first annual 
Joe Hirsch Pursuit of Excellence Award. The 
winner was Snowden Carter, this maga¬ 
zine's longtime editor. 

Also honored were Harry, Teresa and 
Tom Meyerhoff, owners of Spectacular Bid. 
Their $37,000 yearling purchase was Amer¬ 
ica's Horse of the Year in 1980 and was syn¬ 
dicated last year for $22 million after becom¬ 
ing the world's greatest money-winning 
Thoroughbred with $2.7 million in purse 
earnings. 

Accepting for the Meyerhoffs was Chick 
Lang, Pimlico's general manager. 

The eight other award winners were 
breeders of Maryland-bred horses which 
were judged best of their divisions by the 
Sons of Italy.

Smart Angle Retired 

Smart Angle, the nation's best 2-year-old 
filly in 1979, has been retired following sev¬ 
eral disappointing races in Florida. Owned 
and bred by Mr. and Mrs. James P. Ryan, 
Smart Angle will be bred to Nijinsky n. 

During her 2 and 3-year-old seasons, the 
Maryland-bred champion won seven races 
out of 17 starts and earned $414,017. She 
failed to place this year at 4. 

A daughter of Quadrangle—Smartaire, by 
*Quibu, Smart Angle is a full sister to one 
multiple stakes winner for the Ryans (Quad¬ 
ratic) and a half-sister to another (Smarten). 
Smart Angle had her best year at 2, when she 
won six races (all stakes) and placed in her 
other three starts. Her wins that season came 
in the Spinaway-GI, Matron-GI, Frizette-GI, 
Selima-GI, Adirondack-GIII and Luck 
Penny Stakes, and she was the topweighted 
filly on the 1979 Experimental Free Handicap 
with 120 pounds. Only seven males, includ¬ 
ing champion Rockhill Native at 126 pounds, 
were weighted higher than Smart Angle. 


These included C. Fred Kohler, breeder of 
The Cool Virginian (best handicap horse), 
Frank A. Bonsai Jr., breeder of Lively King 
(best 3-year-old colt), James Rasnick, breed¬ 
er of Weber City Miss (best 3-year-old filly), 
Betty Worthington, breeder of Jameela (best 


Smart Angle won the Poinsettia Stakes- 
GIII early in 1980 in Florida, but after second- 
place finishes in the Fair Grounds Oaks and 
the Hibiscus Stakes and disappointing ef¬ 
forts at Oaklawn, Churchill Downs and Pim¬ 
lico, trainer Woody Stephens decided to rest 
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the filly. He had discerned evidence of a 
slight bleeding problem. Smart Angle did 
not return to action until December, when 
she failed to place in a Calder sprint. The filly 
also failed to place in her two races in 1981, 
beaten 13 lengths in her grass debut on Jan. 
13 and running fifth in a sprint 11 days later. 

Although she won only one stakes at 
three. Smart Angle was weighted on The 
Blood-Horse Free Handicap for 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies, receiving an assignment of 117 pounds. 
Champion Genuine Risk topped the hand¬ 
icap with a 128-pound impost. 

Century Prince 

Erwin Mendelson announced last month 
that the 3-year-old colt Century Prince will 
stand at stud at Kimball C. Firestone's Glen- 
stone Farm when he completes his racing 
career. 

Winner of three stakes in 1980, Century 
Prince is by Rollicking out of the Bold Effort 
mare Rhombus. He was voted runner-up 
honors in championship balloting for the 
best Maryland-bred 2-year-old colt of 1980. 

Mr. Firestone said present plans are for 
Century Prince to race through 1982 with his 
retirement scheduled the following year. 
The Glenstone Farm owner will acquire at 
least 50 per cent interest in the horse upon 
his retirement. 

Anifa Succumbs 

Anifa, Buckram Oak Farm's French-bred 
mare and winner of the New York Turf Clas¬ 
sic who was injured in the 1980 Washington 
International, died on the evening of Febru¬ 
ary 14. After the initial three-week cast

change. New Bolton Center veterinarians 
and staff continued to monitor the 5-year- 
old mare's progress and to administer treat¬ 
ments on a round-the-clock basis.

Sadler's father, also named John T. Sadler, 
is a breeder and frequent consignor to Mary¬ 
land auctions in conjunction with his father- 
in-law Grainger Marburg. Jackie's paternal 
grandfather was also an owner and breeder 
and was for many years a steward at the 
Maryland harness tracks. 

New Bolton Open House 

New Bolton Center, the large animal facil¬ 
ity for the University of Pennsylvania's 
School of Veterinary Medicine, will hold its 
annual Open House on Saturday, April 11 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Both the George D. 
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Widener Hospital with its surgical facilities 
for large animals and the C. Mahlon Kline 
Center with its unique recovery pool will be 
on view to the public at this time. 

Various special exhibits which reflect the 
veterinary school's commitment to teaching, 
research and clinical care also will be on dis¬ 
play for this occasion. These include exhibits 
on preventative medicine and nutrition for 
large animals, poultry diseases, and a cow 
whose rumen liquor is used to treat digestive 
disorders in other cows.

Fleur Is Destroyed 

The 17-year-old broodmare Fleur, dam of 
European Horse of the Year The Minstrel, 
was put down last month because of an in¬ 
curable infection in her right foreleg. 

Owned and bred by E.P. Taylor's Wind- 
fields Farm, Fleur was by Victoria Park out of 
the Bull Page mare Flaming Page. She was a 
half-sister to champions Nijinsky II and Min¬ 
sky (now deceased). Nijinsky II was North 
America's leading sire of stakes winners in 
1980 with 14, and Minsky was last year's 
leading sire in Japan. 

Fleur was the dam of four winners of 
which The Minstrel, Far North, and Flower 
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Princess were stakes winners. She last year 
was barren to the cover of Northern Dancer. 
Far North, a group winner in France, proved 
to be the mare's first stakes winner. 

The Minstrel proved himself Europe's 
Horse of the Year at three after winning the 
Epsom Derby, Irish Sweeps Derby, and the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth Dia¬ 
mond Stakes. A half-interest then was pur¬ 
chased by Windfields, who bred and sold 
The Minstrel as a yearling for $200,000, for 
$4.5 million. Fleur's dam. Flaming Page, also 
produced 1970 Epsom Derby winner Nijin¬ 
sky II. Fleur's third stakes winner. Flower 
Princess, by Majestic Prince, won the Duch¬ 
ess Stakes. She has been retained by Wind- 
fields for their broodmare band. 

Fleur's 1978 foal. Imperial Guard, a full 
brother to The Minstrel, remains unraced. 
He commanded $310,000 as a yearling. 
Another brother to The Minstrel brought a 
bid of $1.25 million from B.B.A. (Ireland) at 
the 1980 Keeneland summer sale, making 
him the fourth highest-priced yearling sold 
at auction in 1980. Her last foal is a yearling 
filly by Northern Dancer. 

Chennault To Stud 

Helen Lockman has announced the retire¬ 
ment of her good race horse Chennault who 
was a stakes-placed winner of nearly 
$125,000. The 8-year-old son of Terrible 
Tiger has been sent to Elddire Farms in Port 
Deposit where he is standing the 1981 season 
for a live foal fee of $1,000. 

Winner of ten races, Chennault is out of 
the stakes-placed Air Hero mare Vanairess. 
He is a half-brother to stakes winner Mad¬ 
agascar. His second dam. In the Van, has 
produced three stakes winners—Amerivan, 
Vanilla and Moaning Low. 

Counterflight Destroyed 

Mr. and Mrs. John B. Merryman's good 
broodmare Counterflight was put down last 
month because of lymphangitis. The 19- 
year-old Count of Honor mare had produced 
eight winners, including stakes winner Lady 
Lyndy and stakes-placed Catabias.

Since her seven-length winning debut last No¬ 
vember over champion Star de Naskra's half- 
sister, Lively Star, Privacy has demonstrated the 
form of a top Maryland stakes winner. Beaten just 
once in five outings, the 3-year-old daughter of 
Turn to Reason and the Times Roman mare In¬ 
eabelle has an aggregate victory margin of 15V2 
lengths. Her only loss was a one-length decision 
to undefeated Da's Baby ($62,095) in the Virginia 
Belle Stakes. The eighth running of Bowie's Free 


State Stakes occasioned the first stakes score for 
the C. Oliver Goldsmith homebred. 

As the 4-to-5 favorite for the $35,000 Free State, a 
Maryland Fund event. Privacy broke first from the 
gate and was never headed in a wire-to-wire ef¬ 
fort. At the top of the stretch Tricki Vicki moved to 
within a half-length but was unable to pass the 
leader, succumbing by 3 3 A lengths. Third, l l A 
lengths behind Tricki Vicki, was Foolette, the 
champion filly at the 1979 MHBA yearling show. 
The winner's time for the six-furlong stakes was 
1 : 12 %. 

"Privacy has done all that we have asked of her, so 
far," said C. Oliver Goldsmith of his Longwood 
Farm product. "We brought her home for a couple 
of weeks of rest and relaxation. She will probably 
be going back to the track in the first week of 
March. Our major objective is, of course, Pimlico's 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes. We don't know yet how 
good she really is but it's always exciting to have 
another stakes winner in the bam." 

Privacy is one of two stakes winners produced 
from Ineabelle, champion 2-year-old and winner 
of over $100,000 in Puerto Rico (where she raced 
under the name of Campus Girl) before coming to 
the United States. Mr. Goldsmith purchased her 
while she was carrying her first foal, the multiple 
stakes-winning Icecapade filly Silver Ice 
($271,825), at the 1974 Keeneland Fall Sale for 
$28,000. The 11-year-old mare has also produced 
the Leematt colt Ollie Baba ($32,668) and is cur¬ 
rently in foal to the cover of King Emperor, after 
having produced an Icecapade colt last spring. 

Winner of nine races (including the Illinois Derby 
and the Christmas and Tropical Park Handicaps 
and $140,754), Turn to Reason is the sire of ten 
stakes winners. By *Tum-to's champion son Hail 
to Reason, he is out of the *Mahmoud mare Inso¬ 
lence. Turn to Reason stands as property of a 
syndicate at C. Oliver Goldsmith's Longwood 
Farm, near Glenwood, Md., for a $1,500 live foal 
fee.

Skipper's Friend continued 

Charles Hatton, the late columnist for the Daily 
Racing Form , wrote of Native Dancer: "Clearly, 
nothing disturbed him, least of all racing, which 
he accepted as something thought up especially 
for his diversion. Native Dancer did not merely 
beat his fields, he practically insulted them with 
the arrogance of his leisured, assured attack when 
he saw the finish looming up. Time after time 
durine his three years' activity the turf-going pub¬ 
lic and a vast nationwide TV audience saw him in 
imminence of defeat, then snatch the brand from 
the burning in one astonishing rush. He was a 
colorful entertainer. And he was obviously of a 
class apart." 

Winner of 21 of 22 races. Native Dancer was hon¬ 
ored as Horse of the Year at 2 (in 1952) and 4 and 
champion at 2, 3 and 4. The gray son of Polynesian 
and the Discovery mare Geisha was the first Thor¬ 
oughbred whose performances became a regular 
feature on nationwide TV. His stretch-running 
technique and romantic gray color made him an 
instant racing star. It was easy for fans, watching 
on TV, to follow his progress in the course of a 
race. 

Native Dancer was an equally grand success dur¬ 
ing his 13 years at stud at his owner Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm. The perennial lead¬ 
ing sire was perhaps Maryland's finest stallion of 
all times, being not only the sire of champions but 
also the progenitor of both leading sires and pro¬ 


ducers. Honoring his accomplishments as a race 
horse and sire, the fifth Native Dancer Handicap 
was conducted last month at Bowie race course. 
Winner of the $50,000 Native Dancer Handicap 
was Skipper's Friend, who convincingly scored 
by 3 3 /4 lengths in a wire-to-wire decision. Second 
in the field of nine, which featured the efforts of 
seven black tvpe contestants, was Bankers Sun, a 
head better for second over Sunny Winters. The 
winner's 1 Me-mile time of 1:44% was 3% seconds 
off the track standard set by Eastern Pageant on 
January 8,1977. 

Skipper's Friend's dam. Steel Time, herself a win¬ 
ner of $17,760, has produced five starters, all win¬ 
ners, including Going Bananas ($52,063), Festive 
Queen ($25,433), Spike ($14,678) and Salt Queen 
($4,720). She also has an unraced 3-year-old full 
sister to Skipper's Friend named Jamie's Friend, 
who recently worked three furlongs in :38 and is 
scheduled to debut at Pimlico this spring. 

Friend's Choice, a son of Crimson Satan, raced six 
years in Bob Beall's colors and was a winner of 
seven allowance races and one maiden contest, 
earning $50,169. He is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert L. Beall and stands at their Friend's Choice 
Farm, near Davidsonville, Md., for a $5,000 live 
foal fee. Already he has sired two stakes winners 
this vear, his Dave's Friend having captured Bow¬ 
ie's Southern Maryland Handicap just two days 
after Skipper's Friend's initial 1981 stakes score on 
New Year's Day-

Grant, to victory in both the Primer and Kinder¬ 
garten Stakes, but was sold again at public auction

ing Irish Tower, at the 1976 Keeneland November 
Breeding Stock Sale for $25,000. Besides the multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Irish Tower ($318,271), the 10- 
year-old broodmare has produced Royal Reason¬ 
ing ($80,650), a colt by Bold Reasoning, Gala Spin¬ 
ner ($7,310), a colt by Rollicking, and an unnamed 
2-year-old colt by Rollicking. She is currently ex¬ 
pecting an April foal to the cover of Irish Castle 
and is being bred back to him this spring. 

Irish Castle, a son of Bold Ruler, was the winner of 
four races including the Hopeful Stakes and 
$106,702. With six racing crops he is the sire of 11 
added-money earners, the most notable of his 
offspring being Bold Forbes, champion 3-year-old

Oldest of four horse trainer brothers 
(James G., Ambrose R. and Robert J. Cre¬ 
men), Mr. Cremen was bom in Baltimore 80 
years ago and was raised in the Pimlico area. 

After training many years for Mrs. Foster 
Fenton and John Pat McGovern, Matt de¬ 
veloped, raced and trained the good stakes 
performer Be Gracious. The daughter of Dis¬ 
covery campaigned in stakes races in New 
York and Maryland in the Cremen colors. 

After selling his breeding farm in Church- 
ville, Matthew retired to a smaller farm in 
Newark in 1964 which he maintained until 
his death. 


He is survived by his wife, Elizabeth Den¬ 
nis Cremen of Newark; a daughter, Mary 
Elizabeth Cremen of Morristown, N.J.; three 
sisters, Catherine M. Heim, Mary E. Cremen 
and Eleanor C. Stegmaier, and his three 
brothers, all of Baltimore, as well as many 
nieces and nephews.

's fairly common to find Mike and Jo Ann 
Robertson huddled together at a horse 
show, concentrating furiously on the action 
inside the ring—and cheering for different 
riders. 

In the Robertson family there are his stu¬ 
dents, her students, and shared goals. 

"We're both interested in producing 
young riders who are also all-around horse¬ 
men," explain Mike and Jo Ann. "That 
means we're always swapping ideas." 

Mr. and Mrs. Robertson, both 30, have 
some association, if only indirectly, with 
practically every horse show in Maryland. 

Head of the McDonogh School riding pro¬ 
gram, Mr. Robertson is an accomplished 
show rider in his own right, as well as an 
American Horse Shows Association recog¬ 
nized judge. His mother owns and operates 
Ship's Quarters, a large three-day event fa¬ 
cility outside of Westminster. 

Mrs. Robertson, also a recognized judge, 
gives private lessons and runs a program for 
handicapped riders on their Carroll county 
farm in addition to foxhunting regularly with 
the Carrollton Hounds. 

Together they work on improving their 
farm, where they hope to develop a reputa¬ 
tion for making and selling top quality hunt¬ 
ers. 

"If anything ever happened to the horse 
world," says Mr. Robertson, "I don't know 
what would happen to us. We both love 
what we're doing." 

A typical week for the Robertsons starts off 
with an all-day horse show on Sunday. If 
Mike is riding, Jo Ann goes along as his 
ground crew. They juggle their duties if 
they're judging or accompanying students. 
Included in the juggling act is the care of 
their two young sons, Guy Scott, 4, and 
Michael Kirk, IV 2 . 

Rarely do the Robertsons go places with¬ 
out their children. "We believe children be¬ 
long with their parents," Mr. Robertson ex¬ 
plains. "They're used to the routine and peo¬ 
ple at the shows are usually great about help¬ 
ing us." 


Robertsons' 
Life Is Full 
Of Horses

Mike and Jo Ann, who are expecting their 
third child in October, place "raising a nice 
family" as their top priority. They are also 
conscious of themselves as role models for 
young people in general. 

"We try to do an honest, straightforward 
job as judges," comments Mrs. Robertson. 
"As youngsters riding in shows we saw a lot 
of crooked things going on; we almost lost 
interest in showing. 

"Teaching and judging go hand in hand. 
Being a judge gives me an extra perspective 
to use in helping my students. I always tell 
them that if they do their best, rewards will 
come in the end. They might have to take 
their lickings first, but things will come." 

Weekdays Mr. Robertson goes to work at 
McDonogh. 

Since taking over the riding department in 
1978, he has organized the school's first rec¬ 
ognized horse show and its first registered 
three-phase event. Scheduled May 23 and 24 
this year, the McDonogh show carries an 
"A" rating in Maryland and a "B" rating 
nationally. An open show with about 70 
classes, it's one of the largest horse shows in 
Maryland and a significant fund-raising 
event for the school. 

"McDonogh has a fantastic horse show 
facility," notes Mr. Robertson, adding that, 
for the first time, the Maryland Pony Show 
will lease McDonogh's show grounds this 
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summer. 'Tart of my job is trying to make 
sure the facility is used to its utmost." 

Out of necessity the school's riding de¬ 
partment has become an increasingly com¬ 
mercial venture over the past several years. 
At least 120 students pass through the Mc- 
Donogh bam every week, Mr. Robertson es¬ 
timates, on an average throughout the year. 
Some 65 to 70 of these are McDonogh stu¬ 
dents. The rest are children or adults from 
the community who come there to take les¬ 
sons and/or board horses. In the future the 
school hopes to expand the number of out¬ 
siders. 

McDonogh employs five instructors and 
two stable workers and houses some 50 
school horses and 12 to 15 boarders. 

A student who signs up for riding at Mc¬ 
Donogh will receive instruction in the care of 
horses as well. Mr. Robertson wants his stu¬ 
dents to know "there's so much more than 
just being on a horse's back." 


At home during the week, Mrs. Robertson 
spends most mornings with the children, 
then hires a baby sitter to come in while she 
gives lessons in the afternoon. 

The Robertsons' own riding facility is a 
28-acre farm outside of Gamber (Md.), 
which they have "completely redone" since 
purchasing it in 1975. With two bams, an 
outside ring and a large, modern indoor rid¬ 
ing hall, Stonely Farm has grown into a fair¬ 
sized riding center. 

Mrs. Robertson has 25 to 30 students, 15 of 
whom show regularly. "The interest in rid¬ 
ing instruction is definitely here in this part 
of the state," she observes. 

A 1971 graduate of the Potomac Horse 
Center Horsemasters Course, Mrs. Robert¬ 
son received certification to teach handi-

capped students at the Cheff Center, in Au¬ 
gusta (Mich.) in 1975. 

Two years ago she helped organize the 
Carroll County 4-H Therapeutic Horseman¬ 
ship course, which she gives at her farm; 
now she has about 45 handicapped students. 
With disabilities ranging from severe cere¬ 
bral palsy to hyperactivity, the students take 
lessons one hour a week, in eight-week ses¬ 
sions, which are held in the spring, summer 
and fall. 

"I always knew riding was good therapy 
for us, so I've always been interested in what 
it might do for handicapped people," re¬ 
marks Mrs. Robertson, who has had no 
other direct experiences in working with the 
handicapped. "It's amazing what they can 
learn; you really get the feeling you're get¬ 
ting them over a big step in their lives." 

She teaches handicapped persons, adults 
as well as children, the basics of riding along 
with care of the horse. Coordinated through 
the Carroll County 4-H and funded through 
private contributions, the program is free to 
the students. 

Most students require three volunteers to 
help them ride. One leads the horse and one 
walks on each side. During an afternoon in 
which she teaches three groups of handi¬ 
capped students, with six students in each 
group, the Robertsons' driveway takes a tre¬ 
mendous beating. 

"Mike says the driveway ends up looking 
like a washboard after all those cars go in and 
out," admits Jo Ann, implying that the dam¬ 
age seems like a small price to pay for all the 
good she sees in the students. 

"After two years we're really starting to 
see some of these kids move up. This spring 
I'd like to get more of them riding on their 
own. Of course we don't push them, but 
actually they don't let you push them." 

Brought up in the New Windsor area of 
Baltimore county, Mrs. Robertson traces 
much of her own early training to 4-H pro¬ 
grams. 

"I was raised on a dairy and beef cattle 
farm," recounts the former Jo Ann Thomp¬ 
son. "Of course I always had a pony. And I 
was an active Pony Club rider, too. The 4-H 
club really gave me a good background in

basic confidence and leadership. It just 
worked out that I became involved with the 
organization again when I wanted to start a 
handicapped riding program." 

After graduating from public high school 
in Baltimore county, Jo Ann attended the 
University of Maryland and later the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland Baltimore County 
campus. Some day, she says, she'd like to 
finish her undergraduate work at Hood Col¬ 
lege, where there is a good curriculum in 
therapeutic recreation. 

Her connection with Mike Robertson 
dates back to 1967, when they met on a hunt 
in Howard county. "Sounds romantic, 
doesn't it?" she quips. "Well, that's exactly 
how it happened. Horses got us together." 

Mr. Robertson was bom in California, 
where his mother's family owned horses and 
a large ranch. Although he rode there as a 
child, Mike says his serious involvement 
with horses began when he entered Mc- 
Donogh School. A 1969 graduate, he was 
captain of the cavalry in his senior year and a 
member of the school's show team. 
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"I started riding at McDonogh in my sev¬ 
enth grade year," he recalls. "After that I just 
never really stopped riding and showing. A 
boarder, I rode with Willis Lynch (the 
school's former longtime riding department 
head) on weekends." 

A career naval officer, Mr. Robertson's 
father retired from the service as a lieutenant 
commander in the early 1960's. His parents 
have lived in Maryland since 1964. As Mike's 
interest in horses grew more and more in¬ 
tense in his later years at McDonogh, his 
mother was drawn into the sport. 

"My parents were living in a Howard 
county development when they first moved 
to Maryland. Then my brothers and I got 
horses. My parents wanted a farm anyway, 
so they bought a place outside of Westmin¬ 
ster. It was my mother's venture. She started 
with one bank bam. Then we decided to 
breed my first horse, and that's how we got 
the first foal. She soon needed more room, 
so she fixed up another building. My mother 
kept accumulating more horses and breed¬ 
ing more. 

"Next she got into three-day eventing. My 
interest has always been mainly in showing. 
She started developing the farm into a three- 
day event center," says Mr. Robertson. 

And that's how Sallie Robertson came to 
develop the farm that is now known as 


Ship's Quarters—one of the major three-dav 
event facilities on the East Coast. With three 
Olympic-sized dressage arenas, an indoor 
hall and a fine cross-country course. Ship's 
Quarters has been the site of a number of 
Olympic screening trials. 

After McDonogh, Mike Robertson at¬ 
tended Bethany College, Towson State and 
the University of Baltimore, but he is still 
working—somewhat sporadically now—on 
a degree in business. He and Jo Ann were 
married in 1972. For a short time after their 
marriage he sold automobiles and she taught 
riding at the Hannah More Academy. Then 
the school closed in 1973 and the couple 
opened a tack shop in Westminster. That 
venture lasted five years, until they dis¬ 
persed it and went into their current occupa¬ 
tions. 

In the early years of their marriage the 
Robertsons traveled a great deal, particularly 
out West, where they once took a long trail 
ride through the South Dakota badlands. 
"We planned our lives around doing those 
kinds of things back then, as a couple, so that 
we wouldn't feel frustrated, wondering 
what's out there, when we did settle down to 
have a family," explains Mike.

Few people know more about the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup than Suzanne White Whitman. 

For 30 years she was head of the riding 
department at Garrison Forest School. Her 
brother, Charles Ridgely White, won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup twice (1933, 1934) and 
many of her uncles and cousins have com¬ 
peted with varying degrees of success. 

A great-grandmother of five, Mrs. Whit¬ 
man, 87, retired from her Garrison Forest 
position in 1960—but never has she missed 
a renewal of Maryland's most famous tim¬ 
ber race.

Asked for her account of the history of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, Mrs. Whitman gave 
the following report: 

"In 1891 Mr. Thomas Cockey had a prom¬ 
ising horse which he could not race as he did 
not belong to an organized club. That same 
year George and Robert North Elder of Rob¬ 
ins Wood, noted horsemen and ardent fox- 
hunters, decided to organize a club. Their 
father, Robert North Elder, was a grumpy 
man and would not allow a meeting in his 
home. So the first meeting was held in their 
sister Ellin North White's home. The Knoll, 
in 1892. Ellin's husband was a foxhunter 
from Howard county, and most agreeable.

"The neighbors, who had hounds of their 
own, gathered at The Knoll. They organized 
the Green Spring Valley hunt. Mr. Cockey 
could race his horse. Young foxhunter Red¬ 
mond Stewart was made Master—the Stew¬ 
arts were newcomers to the valley. Red¬ 
mond Stewart, an ardent horseman, was in a 
position to give time and effort to hunting 
hounds. Mr. John McHenry was made the 
first president of the club. 

"Fittingly, when the first Maryland Hunt 
Cup was run in 1894, Mr. McHenry won it 
with his horse Johnny Miller. 

"In 1895, Robert North Elder won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup; in 1897, George How¬ 
ard Elder followed in his brother's footsteps. 
The brothers were responsible for the or- 
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ganization of the present Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Club and the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

"Of course those early runnings of the 
race were before my time. 

"But I started foxhunting when I was 10 
(which would be 1904), and I have a pretty 
good recollection of the club and the race in 
the years that followed. 

"I was also 10 years old when my brother 
Charlie was bom. He was the youngest of 
our parents' 11 children. And he was also 
our best horseman. 

"He won the Maryland Hunt Cup twice 
(with Captain Kettle) in addition to the 
Meadowbrook Cup, Temple Gwathmey 
and Long Island Hunt Cup. He was a bom 
athlete." □

Maryland's horse market stayed in step with the 
incredible national price spiral at the 15th annual 
Winter Mixed Sale last month, the average price 
jumping 36 per cent over 1980 figures. 

The auction held in the Timohium Sales pavilion 
on February 16-17, resulted in a 10'per cent increase

over 1980 in gross receipts, even though 34 
fewer horses were sold. 

Average price for the two selling sessions 
was $5,940—far surpassing the 1980 record 
of $4,375. Gross receipts for the 144 horses 
were $855,400, compared to the record high 
of $921,400 set in 1978 when 227 horses were 
sold. 

Topping the sale were two broodmares 
which brought $50,000 each. 

First of this pair to sell was Shelephant, a 

10-year-old daughter of Bold Lad who was 
sold in foal to Rollicking. Consigned by Ty¬ 
son Gilpin as agent for Shenandoah Thor¬ 
oughbreds, the mare was bought by Helen 
Polinger.

President's Report 


A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
February 3, 1981, in the MHBA's offices at 
201 West Padonia road, Timonium, Mary¬ 
land. 


The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:10 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, Fendall 
M. Clagett, Hal C.B. Gagett, Janon Fisher 
III, Jerold C. Hoffberger, John B. Merryman, 
Betty Shea Miller, John C. Mobberley, Doug¬ 
las R. Small, Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank A. Bonsai Jr., William 
G. Christmas, Mrs. Richard C. duPont, Kim¬ 
ball C. Firestone, E.P. Taylor. 


The president began the meeting by ask¬ 
ing Louise Keelty, the MHBA's lobbyist, to 
report on the progress of the bill suggested 
by the Board which would clarify the law 
which pertains to disqualifying certain per¬ 
sons from appointments to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Ms. Keelty replied that 
the General Assembly's special commission 
appointed to review Maryland's racing in¬ 
dustry had addressed this matter in its re¬ 
port. She then read that commission's rec¬ 
ommendation. Ms. Keelty said that the spe¬ 
cial commission's proposal was being 
drafted into bill form and asked if that would 
not be better than the bill suggested by the 
MHBA. 


Ms. Keelty's report was interrupted by 
the arrival of John Mooney, Oliver Gold¬ 
smith and Chick Lang. These three race track 
representatives had been invited to attend 
this meeting so that they could outline the 
proposals that Laurel and Pimlico would 
make to the current session of the General 
Assembly. 

For the next two hours (7:30 p.m. to 9:30 
p.m.) the meeting was devoted to the three 
race track guests. After explaining their 


proposal they responded to questions di¬ 
rected to them by Board members. They 
stated that Laurel and Pimlico would jointly 
sponsor legislation which would increase 
the take-out on win-place-and-show betting 
from 15 to 17 per cent. The money generated 
by this increase would be spent as follows: 
.75 per cent would be used to pay Bowie $6 
million for its franchise (but not its property). 
Bowie would then cease to operate as a rac¬ 
ing center, its dates being transferred to 
Laurel and Pimlico. With the remaining 1.25 
per cent. Laurel and Pimlico would construct 
500 new race track stalls, put in air condition¬ 
ing equipment at Laurel, complete Laurel's 
training track and make other needed im¬ 
provements. 

The sale of Bowie's franchise for $6 million 
would be accomplished through creation of a 
state-sponsored general obligation bond 
which would generate approximately 8 per 
cent annual dividends for the bond holders. 
Also included would be an agreement with 
Bowie that its track and stabling could be 
rented to Laurel and Pimlico for one year 
with an option to renew. (This would be for 
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training purposes only. Racing at Bowie 
would cease to exist.) 

Following completion of this portion of the 
Board meeting, the race track representa¬ 
tives departed. A ten-minute adjournment 
followed. 

The meeting resumed at 9:40 p.m. 

The president asked the secretary to read 
the minutes of the last meeting. But since 
those minutes had earlier been mailed to all 
Board members, Ms. Voss moved that their 
reading be dispensed with. This motion, sec¬ 
onded by Mr. Mobberley, passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Ms. Miller then gave her treasurer's re¬ 
port. She noted that through January 31 the 
association's profit was $6,494 ahead of its 
zero-based budget for the first ten months of 
the fiscal year which ends March 31. She 
cautioned, however, that a recent 7 per cent 
increase in printing costs for the magazine 
was having a serious negative impact on the 
budget and that an increase in advertising 
rates would be necessary during the summer 
of 1981. She noted that advertising rates had 


not been hiked since the summer of 1979 and 
that since that time the printing costs have 
risen 14 per cent. Ms. Miller did not, how¬ 
ever, ask for Board action at this time, ex¬ 
plaining that bids from other printing com¬ 
panies were being requested and that a rec¬ 
ommendation to the Board would be made 
after all facts have been evaluated. The trea¬ 
surer's report was accepted on a motion by 
Mr. Mobberley, seconded by Mr. Boniface. 

The president next returned to Ms. Keel- 
ty's report on 1981 legislation. On the matter 
of a MHBA bill being deferred because of the 
General Assembly's special commission's 
recommendation, Boniface said he thought 
this was a mistake. He pointed out that the 
special commission's bill involved many 
other changes and that it could get hung up 
in the General Assembly on one of these 
other points. 

He urged that Ms. Keelty draft the 
MHBA's own bill on the Racing Commission 
problem so that it could be acted on singly in 
the event that the more involved bill failed to 
pass. The Board concurred in this opinion, 
and Ms. Keelty agreed to pursue the matter.

President's Report continued 

On Other Track Wagering, Ms. Keelty said 
that the attorney general's office had advised 
her that this could be accomplished by the 
Maryland Racing Commission without need 
of legislation. She noted that the General 
Assembly's special study group was recom¬ 
mending the creation of Off Track Betting. 

Mr. Hoffberger, chairman of the MHBA's 
OTB study committee, then noted that ex¬ 
tensive feasibility studies must be made be¬ 
fore any legislation can be considered. He 
suggested that banks with automatic ma¬ 
chinery might possibly be used as betting 
installations. Mr. Merryman suggested that 
the University of Maryland's Dr. Robert 
Lawrence be contacted in regard to a feasibil¬ 
ity study. 

The president next asked Mr. Carter to 
give his report on the National Breeders 
Committee's meeting which he had at¬ 
tended in Los Angeles on January 24. Mr. 
Carter read his report. 

The president asked Carter to read a letter 
from Frank Amsden, chairman of the State 
Board of Inspection of Horse Riding Stables. 
In his letter, Mr. Amsden suggested that the 
MHBA might like to make a nomination for a 
vacancy on the five-member board which 
would occur on June 30. It was decided by 
the directors that the general manager 
should contact Roxanne Panek, secretary of 
the Maryland Horse Shows Association, to 
see whether she had any names to suggest. 

Mr. Carter next read a letter from Ernest C. 
Shea, executive secretary of the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture. Mr. Shea in¬ 
formed the MHBA in his letter that the State 
Agricultural Commission had decided not to 
expand its commission in order to include a 
representative of the horse industry. But Mr. 
Shea also noted that a horse representative 
might be appointed as one of the three Mem- 
bers-at-Large. He asked that we send the 
names of any such nominees to the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Wayne A. Cawley Jr. 

After some discussion, the Board recom¬ 
mended G. Walther Ewalt as a nominee. Mr. 
Carter was asked to contact both Mr. Ewalt 
and Mr. Cawley regarding this matter. 

The president next noted that there was no 
further business other than a vote on the 
proposal made to the Board earlier in the 
evening by Mooney, Lang and Goldsmith. 


Ms. Voss moved that the MHBA support the 
proposal that the take-out be increased to 17 
per cent on win-place-and-show betting 
provided the bill specified that the additional 
money generated be used to pay off the $6 
million bond and also pay for the construc¬ 
tion of the 500 new stalls, completion of the 
training track at Laurel, the air condition¬ 
ing at Laurel, etc. and further that there be a 
sunset provision to the law which could 
cause the take-out to revert to 15 per cent 
once these expenditures were recovered. 
There was no second to Ms. Voss's motion. 

Mr. Boniface moved that the Board restate 
its endorsement of the principle of consoli¬ 
dation but that it decline to act on the Moon- 
ey-Lang-Goldsmith proposal until such time 
as the Board has the opportunity to examine 
the actual bill after its introduction before the 
General Assembly. Mr. Hal Clagett secon¬ 
ded this motion which passed without dis¬ 
sent. The president informed the directors 
that he would call a special meeting of the 
Board after acquiring copies of the bill. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 11:15 p.m. 
on a motion by Mr. Mobberley, seconded by 
Mr. Fendall Clagett. □

Breeders Conference's 
Taped Lectures - Part 5 

Speaking at Sagamore, Penny Ringquist of Secretariat fame talks 
about the problems and pleasures of racing a stable of homebreds. 


J.B. Faulconer: Our first speaker is Penny 
Ringquist and she's to discuss the problems 
confronted by a racing stable when horses 
are homebreds—how to cull, how to restock. 

Penny Ringquist: Thank you for your wel¬ 
come. This is a tremendous place to compete 
against—all I want to do is look around and 
admire the beautiful paddocks and the track 
and see the stallions—but I do have an as¬ 
signed topic. Something interesting hap¬ 
pened between the time I said, "Yes, I'd love 
to talk" and the time the program came out. I 
thought I was going to discuss success and 
how we achieved it but it comes out the 
problems confronting a stable when you 
have homebreds. 

"Homebreds" sounds like a dirty word! 
After that syndication talk this morning I feel 
I ought to apologize. We breed horses, we 
keep them, we don't sell them, we don't 
have partners. We're clearly just not doing 
things right! 

You know, Native Dancer was a home¬ 
bred. Except for Man o' War, all the good 
horses for generations were homebreds until 
Seattle Slew and that [Spectacular Bid] 
crowd that keeps winning championships 
for $37,000. 

There are, of course, problems when you 
breed your own horses and fall in love with 
them. And if you've had some success and 
been able to pay your stud fees and board 
bills vou tend to think that your mares and 
vour fillies are the best there are. 

To tell my own story briefly, my father had 
put together a racing stable over a period of 
about 30 years and done it well. He had a 
tremendous eye for a horse and quite a lot of 
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courage and a fair amount of cash, eventu- 
allv. Quite suddenly. Mother died and he 
was in the hospital and it fell to me to run the 
stable. I had always ridden and I had four 
children and a hunter in Denver, Colorado, 
but I knew nothing about racing and very 
little about breeding. I was faced with some 
problems and I'd like to tell you about a 
couple of them, which you may recognize. 

In 1967-68 I had to make up the matings 
and decide which mares to keep and which 
to spend money on. We had 27 mares and 
seven home-owned stallions. The year be¬ 
fore those mares were all bred to our own 
stallions except for one outside stallion and 
that was because my father had an arrange¬ 
ment with a friend whereby he bred to his 
horse and then they would decide who got 
the foals. 

One of the mares was a foal of '54. Dad 
bought her as a yearling, she won some 
monev. In nine years at stud she'd been bar¬ 
ren two, she had had two unplaced horses, 
three claiming winners and a couple of mi¬ 
nor stakes winners. She had been barren to 
First Landing the year before. What do we do 
with her? She's kind of old and we can't sell 
her barren and so, well, let's send her back to 
First Landing. We did and she had a bay colt. 

The same year I was faced with a problem I 
really sweated over because I just didn't 
know. And it tells you a lot about what I'm 
going to give you in the end as my philoso¬ 
phy of management. We had a good mare. 
She was unplaced herself but was out of a 
stakes winner and had had three stakes win¬ 
ners, three stakes-placed, but lately hadn't 
given us much. She was on this arrangement 
with my dad's friend.

Bold Ruler had become such a successful 
sire that you couldn't breed to him for a fee. 
You could only breed to him by invitation. 
Mr. Phipps and his advisors had the choice 
of your mares and most people would just 
breed one mare a year and then they would 
rotate. If you asked to keep a colt then if the 
first foal was a colt that was yours and the 
next one would be Mr. Phipps'. With my 
father, it was two mares. We'd been doing it 
for about three years and hadn't really gotten 
anything. Before this high-priced arrange¬ 
ment Dad had bred commercially to Bold 
Ruler and we'd had three stakes winners but 
my trainer said, "You know Bold Rulers are 
hard to keep sound." I had flipped a coin

with Mr. Phipps once before and had won 
the right to keep a colt out of Cicada, our 
champion race mare. I was so proud and I 
named him Bold Flip)—and he wasn't any¬ 
thing. 

I thought, "You know, this is not a good 
deal. We pay all the bills, we give up two 
years of our best mares and we end up with 
probably nothing more than we could do on 
our own." I really didn't want to do it and I 
asked Bull Hancock who was the greatest 
friend and advisor. He said, "No, I won't 
help you on this one. You're smart enough to 
make up your own mind. Some people think 
it's a good deal and would kill to get in on it; 
others agree with you that you come out on 
the short end." 

Well, finally I decided that they were 
Dad's horses and it was his arrangement and 
we went ahead and bred to Bold Ruler. So 
two mares went and the following summer 
Mr. Phipps wanted to have the flip. There 
were two foals on the ground but we knew 
that one mare was barren and there would 
only be one foal the following year. I never 
would call the coin toss—I was too scared— 
so he called it and, by George, he won. He 
took the filly out of Somethingroyal and I 
ended up with a no-good Bold Ruler colt out 
of a good mare. The next year, of course, that 
foal was ours, without having to flip. It was 
Secretariat and the other colt, the First Land¬ 
ing—Iberia colt, was of course, Riva Ridge. 

The net of all this is that pedigrees don't 
always produce the best horse and that you 
don't get anywhere without luck. And you 
have to have good help and good farm man¬ 
agement, good track management to get the 
most out of your horses. 

When Riva Ridge came back from Ken¬ 
tucky—the mare was bred in Kentucky so of 
course she foaled in Kentucky—he'd been 
scouring for weeks, he was thin, the mare 
wasn't giving much milk. As I said, this mare 
was not a popular one—she had a lousy dis¬ 
position and Howard Gentry didn't like her. 
But he's a tremendous horseman and, in our 
relatively isolated part of Virginia, we were 
able to keep grooms for the lifetime of their 
work. We had consistent, calm grooms who 
loved horses and a very fine horseman mak¬ 
ing the farm decisions. 
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Conference continued 

So he nursed the Iberia foal—got him 
healthy—but he never took the mare and 
foal out of the herd. They stayed with the 
other mares and foals and when weaning 
time came he was turned out with the other 
colts. I think if Riva Ridge had been destined 
for the sales he never would have made a 
race horse. He doesn't have the strongest 
constitution and he needed the reassur¬ 
ance—and I feel really very strongly about 
this—of being out with the other horses and 
just being allowed to grow up a young horse 
in a group of his peers—stamping flies, in 
the cold rain, in the hot summer, competing 
and learning to get along with his peers. He 
had great natural speed, but I think the 
trauma of all the different things that are 
done to a young horse going through the 
sales process probably would have defeated 
that competitive spirit. Secretariat was just 
such a strong and such a competitive horse 
he would have survived anything. As you 
can see, I am biased toward homebreds and 
I'm getting back into it just as fast as I can. 

How do you cull? Twenty-seven mares 
was too many, even though it didn't cost 


much in the 50's and the 60's to keep a mare 
or to raise a yearling. Bull Hancock, again, 
gave me a good rule of thumb: Give a young 
mare three tries. Breed her to good stallions, 
not necessarily the best—nobody can afford 
to breed to all top grade stallions—but a stal¬ 
lion commensurate with what you think her 
level of investment or her capacity is. Breed 
her to different stallions and then sell her 
before that 3-year-old tells the rest of the 
world that she's a cull. Very tricky. 

By 1974 of course, after our big success, I 
thought that we'd written the rule book and 
that I knew everything. So we bred every 
mare to a different stallion and I was very 
proud of that accomplishment. But we 
weren't any farther ahead than we'd been 
before. 

I notice there's a cyclical nature to the pro¬ 
duction of good horses and maybe it's be¬ 
cause when you have success you get care¬ 
less. You don't work as hard and you don't 
pay as much attention to detail. But about 
every 10 years my father would come up 
with a really good horse and if you keep 
them then they pay for your ongoing breed- 
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The Maryland Horse 









ing. We had two good horses in two years 
and I regret that we ended up with a dispers¬ 
al but maybe it was best because I think we'd 
used up our good luck. 

I did cut down to 18 mares and I got rid of 
the old stallions—death took care of a couple 
of them. You can't keep a bad horse. My 
father was stubborn and if he bought an ex¬ 
pensive yearling that colt owed him some¬ 
thing. So he stood him and, by golly, he was 
going to make a stud horse out of him. Again 
Bull Hancock said, "The only thing wrong 
with that idea is it's going to take you four 
years to get rid of all that bad blood." And he 
was right. 

We finally did that and bought some year¬ 
ling fillies to add to the broodmare band. 
Now that they've all been sold the measure 
of success is ascertainable but we didn't do 
anything better really with the mares we 
purchased than we had with our own. Cer¬ 
tainly if you just hold on to your own blood¬ 
lines and keep doing the same things year 
after year the blood runs out. I don't know 
why but it does and Calumet, of course, has 
been an example of that. 



If I were still in the position of being able to 
manage a large group of mares who were 
paid for on a farm that wasn't mortgaged I 
would spend the money on stud fees. Breed 
out and get your new blood through your 
matings rather than parting with the mares 
that have been good to you and their daugh¬ 
ters and half-sisters, unless of course you've 
had some bad experience. 

When I buy I find I still fall for the same 
type, though, and all the Meadow mares 
really tend to look alike. It's what Howard 
Gentry conceived of as the ideal broodmare. 
To me they have to look something like eith¬ 
er Hill Prince or First Landing although I do 
have a bias for chestnuts. 

I have three things that I still believe in. 
You have to know as much as you possibly 
can about your horses. You have to look at 
your mares, look at their offspring, look at 
the stallions you're going to breed them to, 
look at the get from those stallions. You can 
never stop learning by looking. And you've 
got to talk to people. Obviously this is 
wasted on you—you're here—you've come 
to see other farms, talk to other breeders and 
to learn more. Then, you also go ahead and 
enjoy your biases. If you like chestnuts or 
you don't like horses with white hooves, 
stay with it. Not only is this game one which 
offers the opportunity for tremendous finan¬ 
cial gain but the esthetic side can be so excit¬ 
ing and so rewarding. While you're syndi¬ 
cating and getting your partners and worry¬ 
ing about culls, just enjoy your horses. □

$117,000 Mare

Wi. h a broodmare bringing $117,000, the 
Maryland Sales Agency conducted a highly 
successful one-night auction last month by 
selling 186 head for an average price of 
$4,180. 


Gross receipts at the MSA's second annual 
mid-winter auction totaled $777,550— up 51 
per cent from its first mid-winter sale held in 
January, 1980.

News Items— 


McDonogh School Show 

McDonogh School's riding department is 
sponsoring an American Horse Shows As¬ 
sociation "B"-rated horse show on May 23 
and 24. The show will be held at the Willis K. 
Lynch show grounds on the McDonogh 
School campus. This is the first two-day 
horse show to be held at the school. 

The show will offer divisions for regular 
and green working hunters and ponies. 
There will also be junior hunter and chil¬ 
dren's hunter divisions. The show will boast 
an extensive equitation division offering the 
following classes: ASPCA Horsemanship 
class, AHSA Hunter Seat Medal class, 
MHSA Hunter Seat Equitation for horses 
and ponies, VHSA Hunter Seat Medal for 
horses and ponies, Gittings Horsemanship, 
Novice Equitation, and the Sweetbriar Anne 
Challenge Trophy Lead Line. 

Ribbons, trophies and/or prize money will 
be awarded to winners of various classes and 
divisions. 

Baltimore Internationale Classic 

The Baltimore Internationale Jumping 
Classic will be contested at the Baltimore 
Civic Center on April 10, 11 and 12 as the 
final competition before the F.E.I. World 
Cup, to be held this year in Birmingham, 
England. 

Ninety of the top amateur and profes¬ 
sional riders from the United States, Canada 
and Mexico will be competing for over 
$45,000 in prize money and the chance to 
qualify for the World Cup competition. 


The Jumping Classic is being jointly spon¬ 
sored by the Junior League of Baltimore and 
the Baltimore Civic Center. All Junior 
League proceeds from the show will benefit 
their current project—the Ronald McDonald 
House which will provide shelter for the 
families of children with life-threatening dis¬ 
eases. 

The show will include open jumping, reg¬ 
ular jumping, time first jump-off and speed 
classes. Points will be awarded toward the 
World Cup, horse of the year and rider of the 
year. The winning rider will be awarded the 
title of Baltimore Internationale Jumping 
Champion. Juniors and amateurs will also be 
competing for $10,000 in prize money. 

Several Marylanders will be competing in 
the junior and amateur divisions. Among 
them are Alice Rowan, a naval officer; Mark 
Ferrell, at age 16 the youngest rider in the 
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competition; Terry West, a former jockey at 
both Pimlico and Laurel and one of the few 
black riders in the show, and Diane Shaw, a 
professional rider from Raggy Rich Farm. 

Show jumping provides spectators with 
the elements of excitement, danger and an 
appreciation of the rider's skill while being 
tested in a series of jumping events. Show 
jumping is second in popularity only to soc¬ 
cer in Europe and it is one of the fastest 
growing sports in North America. At the 
Kentucky Horse Park, near Lexington, Ky., 
for example, 170,000 spectators turned out 
last fall for a three-day equestrian event that 
featured show jumping as part of the compe¬ 
tition. 

When the Civic Center hosted the World 
Cup last year, it marked the first time that 
competition was held in North America. Bol¬ 
stered by the success of the World Cup in 
Baltimore, the Civic Center and the Junior 
League were given the opportunity to pro¬ 
mote this new North American competition. 
As a result the B.I.J.C. is the 17th and final 
show on the tour prior to the World Cup. 

According to show communications co¬ 
ordinator Edie Brown, "Our goal is to have 
the World Cup held in Baltimore when it 
returns to North America in 1983. For the 
B.I.J.C. we have enlisted these sponsors: 
Mercedes-Benz, Pepsi Cola and Wurtz- 
burger Beer. Also the Netherlands will be 
providing the beautiful flowers which 
adorned the jumps at the World Cup as well 
as the marvelous cheese served at the social 
functions surrounding the competition. 

"The early response has been very en¬ 
couraging and we are hoping for a sellout for 
the competition." 


Tickets for the B.I.J.C. are priced at $8, $10, 
$20 and $100. Special group-priced tickets as 
well as a V.I.P. package deal are also avail¬ 
able. Tickets may be purchased through the 
Junior League of Baltimore or at all Baltimore 
area Hecht companies, the Towson Center 
box office and the Baltimore Civic Center box 
office.

Reported ... 

■ On the cover was Peace Chance, winner 
of five races including the 1934 Belmont 
Stakes and placed in the 1933 Remsen Hand¬ 
icap, who stood at Danny Shea's Merryland 
Farm in Hydes. The son of Chance Shot and 
the *Stefan the Great mare Peace, owned by 
Holly Beach Farm and Danny Shea, was the 
sire of ten stakes winners. 

■ Don Reed in his regular column The Rac¬ 
ing Scene commented on Maryland's spring 
racing schedule. "Spring racing in Maryland 
seems reasonably set at the moment, after 
the stormiest winter the state has known in 
many, many years. Trying to recapitulate all 
the odds and ends which cropped up since 
Bowie closed out the 1950 season last fall 
would take more space than any story is 
entitled to, so I'll try to hit the high spots. 
The schedule of dates differs from that ar¬ 
ranged earlier, in that Bowie will run only 25 
days while Pimlico and Laurel absorb the 25 
days which formerly were conducted at 
Havre de Grace. Havre de Grace, as most 
people know, has been sold to Laurel and 
Pimlico. Bowie was scheduled to go in on the 
purchase and the 25 days were to have been 
split three ways, each track getting eight ev¬ 
ery year and a ninth day every third year. 
However, Bowie stockholders failed to vote 
the required two-thirds in favor of going in 
on the Havre de Grace deal and, as a result.

the Racing Commission divided the dates 
between Laurel, with 38, and Pimlico, with 
37. It will be the other way in 1952 . . . Many 
things have happened in recent weeks to 
hurt Maryland racing in the eyes of other 
sections of the country. Even here at home it 
is a little difficult to understand all the 
charges, counter-charges—all the wheels 
within wheels which mark the Bowie organi¬ 
zation. And from a distance, there is no 
doubt that the publicity attendant upon the 
developments has given outsiders the im¬ 
pression that Maryland tracks cannot op¬ 
erate successfully, let alone face competition 
in surrounding states." 

■ The purse for Pimlico's prestigious Preak- 
ness Stakes was upped from $50,000 to 
$75,000 in added money, according to Major 
General Milton A. Reckord, president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. Also a new race 
known as the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, a 
filly counterpart of the Preakness Stakes, 
was announced. This race took the place of 
the Pimlico Oaks, which was not held the 
previous year." The name Black-Eyed Susan 
was selected because it is a blanket of these 
flowers which drapes the back of the Preak- 

Newly elected to the positions of treasurer 
and vice-president of the Maryland Jockey Club 
at Pimlico was owner-breeder-trainer 
Janon Fisher Jr., a former MHBA president. 
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ness winner. It is also the official State flower 
of Maryland and has a particular identifica¬ 
tion with racing at Pimlico." 

■ James W. Hechter, of Faddy Farm, Pikes- 
ville, and Walter J. Crismer combined inter¬ 
ests with a few other breeders and pur¬ 
chased the 4-year-old stallion prospect 
Theory from Calumet Farm. By Pensive out 
of the Bull Lea mare No Blues, Theory was 
Calumet's hope for the classics in 1950 before 
the vicissitudes of training knocked him out 
of contention. Winner of the Champagne 
Stakes at 2, he had captured the Bahamas 
Stakes and been second in the Everglades 
Stakes at 3 before being sold to stand in 
Maryland. 

■ The great old gelding Billy Barton, a 33- 
year-old son of *Huon and Mary Le Bus who 
brought undying fame to Maryland by his 
great efforts over fences in the late 1920's, 
died in his sleep in the stall which he had 
occupied at Belmont Farm for almost a quar¬ 
ter of a century. He won the Cuban Derby 
and other races on the flat for Tom Monahan 
and later for the great "Halter King" Sam 
Louis. The latter sold him as a hunter pros¬ 



pect to Howard Bruce who had the horse 
gelded and made him a 'chaser. Billy Barton 
soon showed brilliant form, winning the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, the Grand National, 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, Virginia Gold Cup 
and the Meadow Brook Cup, usually with 
Albert G. Ober in the saddle. He was taken 
to England and turned over to Aubrey Hast¬ 
ings and it was only the ill luck of a fall at the 
last fence that prevented him from winning 
the 1928 Grand National at Ain tree for Mary¬ 
land and Howard Bruce, Tom Cullinan being 
in the saddle on that occasion. It was a tragic 
day at Aintree for the many Americans who 
had gone over to cheer Billy Barton home. 
The game bay gelding tried again the follow¬ 
ing year, but all sorts of poor racing luck 
came his way and he was soon out of the 
running. He was returned to Maryland and 
served as Mr. Bruce's favorite hunter for 
many a season. 

■ Writing from Hialeah, Joe Palmer com¬ 
mented upon the Florida Racing Commis¬ 
sion's attempt to thwart bookmakers by de¬ 
laying wire service from the tracks. "While 
newspapermen are trying, without much 
real hope, to get it through the heads of the 
Florida Racing Commission that the sup¬ 
pression of legitimate wires from the track 
was no sane way to go about stopping book¬ 
making, news came from Maryland that leg¬ 
islation to give this idiocy the force of the law 
was in prospect. This is just the sort of thing 
a legislature might pass in a flush of righ¬ 
teous indignation. Conceivably it might ex¬ 
pand the business of the wire service which 
furnishes information to bookmakers, and 
do corresponding damage to the Associated 
Press, but then the Associated Press isn't 
paying off ... At any rate, if any proponents 
of such legislation in Maryland remain, the 
racing interests there might very well go to 
them, not with argument, but with the plain 
record of the Florida experiment. This record 
shows that for a few days handbooks were a 
little later than usual in getting results and 
prices, and that after a little time for organi¬ 
zation business was conducted as usual. The 
delay in Florida wouldn't have lasted as long 
as it did except that the commission, being 
somewhat pigheaded, stalled to avoid the 
flat admission that it had been wrong. 'Stu¬ 
pidity and stubbornness go hand in hand,' 
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30 Years Ago continued 

remarked a docker, making an epigram or 
something. My point is that a sane man, 
particularly with the new evidence which 
resulted from the silly business in Florida, 
could be convinced that a delay in releasing 
information to newspapers would have no 
effect on handbooks, except to make them 
the earliest source of information on race 
results.

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Yearling Show In May 

The Maryland Horse Breeders Association will hold its 47th annual yearling show 
on May 17 at 1 p.m. at the Timonium Fair Grounds. Four classes are scheduled for 
Thoroughbred yearlings foaled in Maryland, two each for colts and fillies (state-sired 
and out-of-state-sired). Entries will close Friday, April 17. 

Cash awards will total $2,500, most of this money being contributed by the 
Maryland State Fair Board. In each of the four classes $500 will be distributed among the 
five ribbon winners. The grand champion will receive $300, with another $200 going to 
the reserve champion. 

Grover (Bud) Delp, honored with an Eclipse award as the nation's finest trainer in 
1980, has accepted an invitation to judge this year's exhibition. 

Bom and raised in Harford county, Mr. Delp is, of course, best known as the 
trainer of an all-time great race horse named Spectacular Bid. The Bid, now at stud in 
Kentucky, is the world's leading money-winning race horse with $2.7 million in purse 
earnings. He was syndicated for $22 million as a stallion. 

Mr. Delp proved beyond any question of doubt his remarkable eye for a yearling 
when he purchased Spectacular Bid in 1977 for $37,000 for the account of Harry’, Teresa 
and Tom Meyerhoff. 

Under Delp's faultless handling. Spectacular Bid became a national divisional 
champion for three straight years and, in 1980, was voted an Eclipse award as this 
country's horse of the year.
